In fact, it is a kindness to. say it was often 
far from even accurate* I hove left a copy of my book with *»r* ” oanson, and i am 
confident oven an unfriendly reading will diselove I found things in the record 
neither the Report nor others found. Mrs. Kennedy’s testimony is that of perhaps 
the only close eyewitness to her husband's assassination, t is for this reason 
alone that I want access to her testimony, end I will accept any restriction, any 
prohibition, on any other aspect of it.

I am interested in but one thing: learning shut the “apart 1b s denied, 
suoprassed, misrepresented, distorted or simply been honestly wrong 3bout this matter. 
I submit this is « legitimate interest and a reasonable and proper request. And in 
the absence of a Comnissioa, to shoot as I to address this request other than youv
